The Value of Storing Blood 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN HLD. 


DURING the war period, there 
was a grea t deal of discussion con­ 
cerning the use of whole blood and 
parts of the blood in trea ting vari­ 
ous disorders. It has been found 
possible to store blood and keep 
whole blood for long periods of 
time. This stored blood may be 
used just as sa tisfa ctorily a s fresh 
blood and will alway s be on hand 
at a moment’s need. 
For y ears, whole blood has been 
used in the treatment of a number 
of conditions, and whole blood in 
these disorders is 
better than 
treatment with any separate part 
of the blood such as the fluid part. 
F o r e x a m p l e , w h e n b l e e d i n g 
occurs, one loses all of the various 
parts of whole blood, and only 
whole blood can replace it. When 
bleeding is accompanied by shock, 
however, the fluid part of the 
blood may be used to bring up the 
total blood volume of the body un­ 
til whole blood can be obtained. 
Treating Burns 
In trea ting burns, the fluid part 
of the blood or plasma is the best 
material to use to overcome shock 
which accompanies burns. If the 
plasma is not a t hand, the whole 
blood may be used if it is available. 
If, in addition to the burns, the 
patient has also suffered from 


bleeding, whole blood should be 
employ ed. 
Both acute, or short-lasting, and 
chronic or prolonged infections 
may be associated with ..nemia or a 
lessening of the color in the blood. 
Patients 
with 
these conditions 
often are benefited by blood tra ns­ 
fusions, tha t is, injections of whole 
blood into a vein. It is also believed 
that the blood may contain sub­ 
stances to fight infection which 
gives this form cf treatment addi­ 
tional value. In severe anemia, the 
transfusion of blood is often life­ 
saving. 
Chronic Anemia 


Then, too, there are certain 
chronic or prolonged forms of 
anemia in which blood tra nsfus­ 
ions can be given from time to 
time to relieve sy mptons and to 
bring up the amount of coloring 
in the blood. There is a condition 
called thrombocy topenic purpura 
in which there is a lessening of 
the number of platelets in the 
blood. Pla telets are bits o f tissue 
needed in blood clotting. Blood 
transfusions are helpful in these 
cases sine* they supply the blood 
platelets. 
Thus it may be seen tha t tra ns­ 
fusions of whole blood and blood 
plasma are of grea t value in the 
treatment of many conditions.

DURING the wit period, there 
was a great deal of discussion con­ 
cerning tie use of whole blood and 
parts of the blood in treating vari­ 
ous disorder*. It has been found 
possible to store blood and keep 
whole blood for long periods of 
time. This stored blood may be 
used just as satisfactory aa fresh 
blood and will always be on hand 
at a moment’s need. 
For years, whole blood has been 
used in the treatment of a number 
of conditions, and whole blood in 
these disorders is better than 
treatment with any separate part 
of the blood such as the fluid p art 
F o r ex am p le, when bleeding 
occurs, one loses all of the various 
parts of whole blood, and only 
whole blood can replace i t When 
bleeding is accompanied by shock, 
however, the fluid part of the 
blood may be used to bring up the 
total blood volume of the body un­ 
til whole blood can be obtained. 
Treating Burna 
In treating burns, the fluid part 
of the blood or plasma is the best 
material to use to overcome shock 
which accompanies burns. If the 
plasma is not at hand, the whole 
blood may be used if it is available. 
If, in addition to the burns, the 
patient has also suffered from 


j bleeding, whole blood should ba 
employed. 
Both acute, or short-lasting, and 
chronic or prolonged infection* 
may be associated with ..nemia or a 
lessening of the color in the blood. 
Patients with these conditions 
often are benefited by blood trans­ 
fusions, that is, injections of whole 
blood into a vein. It is also believed 
that the blood may contain sub­ 
stances to fight infection which 
gives this form cf treatment addi­ 
tional value. In severe anemia, the 
transfusion of blood is often life­ 
saving. 
Chronic Anemia 
Then, too, there are certain 
chronic or prolonged forms of 
anemia in which blood transfus­ 
ions can be given from time to 
time to relieve symptons and to 
bring up th# amount of coloring 
in the blood. There is a condition 
called thrombocytopenic purpura 
in which there is a lessening of 
the number of platelets in th# 
blood. Platelets are bits of tissue 
needed in blood clotting. Blood 
transfusions are helpful in these 
cases sinai they supply the blood 
platelets. 
Thus it may be seen that trans­ 
fusions of whole blood and blood 
plasma are of great value in the 
treatment of many conditions.

Pale of prepaid tax receipts in 
Piekawsv county increased* 14.1 
per cert over I TM 4 during 1945 ac­ 
cording to a report from State 
Treasurer Don TY Ebright of sales 
during the year. The sum of $107.- 
&P7.05 was collected in the county 
in 1945 compared with $94 686 66

The sharp increase in sales in
